Men began work yesterday re­ 
placing the bridge, and forty days will 
probably elapse before the track will 
be put in condition for regular traffic 
again.

Many people doubtless know 
that 
upon the accession of a new monarch 
to the throne of England a new seal is 
struck, and the old one is cut into 
four pieces and deposited in the tower 
of London. In former times the frag­ 
ments of these great seals were dis­ 
tributed among certain poor people of 
religious houses. 
When her majesty 
Queen Victoria ascended the throne of 
England, the late Benjamin Wyon, R. 
A., the chief engraver of her majesty’s 
mint, designed the beautiful work of 
the present great seal of England. 
The details of the design are: Ob 
verse, an equestrian 
figure 
of 
th! 
queen, attended by a page, her majes­ 
ty wearing over a habit a flowing and 
sumptuous robe, and a collar of the 
Order of the Garter. In her right hand 
she bears the scepter, and on her head 
is placed a regal tiara. 
The attend­ 
ant page, with his bonnet in his hand, 
looks up to the queen, who is graceful­ 
ly restraining the impatient charger, 
which ie richly decorated with plumes 
and trappings. 
The legend, “Victoria 
dei Gratia Britainiarum Regina, Fidel 
Defensor,” is engraved in Gothic let­ 
ters, the spaces between the words be­ 
ing filled with heraldic roses. The re­ 
verse side of the seal shows the queen, 
royally robed and crowned, holding in 
her right hand the scepter, and in her 
left the orb, seated upon a throne be­ 
neath a niched Gothic canopy; on each 
side is a figure of Justice and Religion^ 
and in the exergue the royal arms and 
crown, and the whole encircled by a 
wreath or border of oak and roses. 
The seat itself is a silver mold in 
two parts, technically called a pair of 
dies. 
When an impression is to be 
taken or cast the parts are closed to 
receive the 
melted wax, which is 
poured in, so that when the hard im­ 
pression is taken from the dies the 
ribbon or parchment is neatly affixed 
to it.
